The same will be true of the 
island of Mindanao, wbicb is tributary 
to tb« tuftan. 

The only featureg likely to be tro;i 
blesome are slavery and the plurality 
of wives, which points, It is balitTtd, 
th« oativca will insist upoa. 

tbt sultan of Sulu baa issued tbe fol- 
lowing proclamation to the peoplp: 
have met the Ameriraiis. They have 
rome among us as friends, not to In 
terfere wltb our religion or lights of 
gorernment. All those who love tbelr 
country or sultan I warn to be friend- 
ly and not molest them. The Ameri- 
eaai are like s box of matches, you 
strilce one or two and tbey all blue 
up." 

The Moros of Zamboango are anx- 
ious to have the Americans take pos- 
session of that port. They lure Im* 
prisoned the Tagola. leaders repretmt- 
ing Aguinaldo there. 

A gunboat wrnt from Manilla to 
Balabac, a small island 30 miles south 
of Pelewan. to re^tablisb a light- 
htraae The commander found tbe light 
stolen, whereupon he steamed to Ku- 
bat on Borneo, found trace of it, and 
finally got the missing light. He re- 
turned to Balabac and eet it up agaia. 
leaving friendly natives in charge, and 
tbe United States flag floating over the 
place. 

Going back, after a short cruise, be 
found tbe flag gone and the Filipino 
flat floating. Ha decided to land a 
force to remove the rebel flag. But the 
Filipino.q resisted. At length two ofB- 
cers and 13 marines were landed af- 
ter A loiiff, hard, stabborn flgbt in 
which the native chief, the first offlrer 
and six natives were Icilled and several 
wounded. No AmericaM were otmii 
wouaded.

Baltimore. Jnly 28.— Upon one scaf- 
fold and simaltaneonaly four negroes 
were hanged at f :48 a. lb. at the Baltf> 
more city Jail yard. 

Three ot the men. Comelioa Gardner, 
John Myers and Charles James, paid 
with their lives for criminally assault- 
ing Annie Bailey, a 13-year-old colored 
girl, while Joseph Bryan, tbe oniy 
murderer of the quartet, paid the pen- 
alty of murderins a aagresa with whom 
be had lived. 

The necks of .James and Bryan were 
broken by tbe fall and they died al- 
most instantly. Gardner's cap became 
disarranged in the fall and his face was 
visible to the «;>ectator8. He wus ap- 
par,fntly conscious about one moment, 
after which he slowly strangled. 

Gardner, James and Myers were con- 
victed of criminally as.saultlng Annie 
Bailey, colored, 13, at her home. 

Tbe crime was particularly revolting. 
It was committed on April 23, tbe meu 
were indicted on Hay 1 and found guil- 
ty on June 12. On the following day, 
in passing sentence. Judge Wright 
dwelt at length on the nature of the 
charges against tbe men aod said it 
would be a lasting disgrace to the 
court had the Jury returned any ver- 
dict other than guilty. He added that 
he was disposed to give prisoners the 
benefit of all doubt, but In this case, 
there wss neither doubt nor extenuat- 
ing circumstance. In order to thor- 
oughly satisfy himself before passing 
sentence, be said he had employed a 
detective to go OTer the gproa-d inde- 
pendent of the testimony before tbe 

court. The detective haJ failed t(i 
find one circumstance tending to lessen 
tbe aggravated nature ot the offense. 

The girl was in her room on the sec- 
ond floor of her little home alone at 
the time of the as.sault. Thi- men en- 
tered, one at a time. The sister of the 
girl discovered the crime and reported 
It to the police. Oardner was found 
hiding in the house in a small attic 
rooui. 

For a time it was feared tbe victim's 
Injuries would cause death. She un- 
derwent convulsion after convulsion. 
After two wcek.'^ of suSerlns her 
strength returrifd and skO > gfHtred 
against her assailants. 

Joseph Bryan was convicted of mur- 
der April 23 last of his common wife. 
MaVty Pack, colored. The woman had 
deserted her hudband to take up with 
him. Tbey were both of quarrelsome 
disposition. About a week prior to th<? 
murder the woman upbraided Bryan 
for not giving her enough money. 

After the usual quarrel, Mary left 
the house. Bryan did not discover ber 
whereabouts until tbe day of the mur- 
der when he went to her friend s house 
and demanded that the woman return 
to him some of his clothing. A quar- 
rel followed. Bryan claimed that the 
woman threatened to kill him and 
lunged at him with a knife with which 
she had been peeling potatoes. Bryan 
overcame her, took the knife away and 
deliberately cut ber throat Tbe wo- 
man's 18*year>0ld daughter witnessed 

her mother's death, Bryan confessed, 
but said be was drunk at tbe time.

"There can no longer be any doubt as 
to whether a home will be purchased 
by popular subscription ' for Admiral 
George Dewey. At a meeting of the na 
tlonaJ Dewey home fund committee it 
was found that the aggregate amount 
of cash actually received by Treasurer 
Uoberta is $10,700, from a total of over 
28,000 flubseribera. 

"One hundred and three subscribers 
gave $10,000. Tbe statement was made 
tbat the $5,000 promised some time 
since by the New York Journal would 
be forthcoming shortly, bringing the 
grand aggregate up to $21,700, The 
committee agreed to close tbe subscrip 
tlon before the arrival of Admiral Dew- 
ey in New York and then proceed af 
ter consultation with tbe admiral as to 
location, etc., to purchase the home 
with whatever funds tbey may at tha 
time have in hand.

. Colonel James H. Applegate, "Uncle 
Jim," as he is popularly known, Chair- 
man of the Lexington (Ky.) City Exec- 
utive Committee, Is at the Emery, and 
brings enoouniging news frbm that spur- 
ious bolting storm center. Asked for the 
actual state of aflairs in his bailiwick, he 
aaid: 

"If the much-paraded bolting sedition 
la not any stronger in other parts of the 
Stata than it is in Lexington and Fay 
ette County, it is in a sorry shape. To 
be truthful with you, I think there are 
about twenty-five bolters in Lexington 
and thereabouts, but on the other hand 
there are many men who votAd against 
us in '1)0 who are going to support Goebel 
and the State ticket clear through, and I 
will name over some of them who have 
persnnallv told uie so for your own per- 
sonal satisfaction, for you know them or 
know who they are. Moreover, we al- 
ready have a Goebel colored men's club 
of 300 members, and the anti-Taylor 
feeling among the colored voters la in- 
tense, growing every day and cannot be 
changed. Benjamin, the editor of the 
colored men's newspaper at Lexington, 
is for Goebel, and is coming OBt in • red- 
hot editorial for him. 

'I was amazed and dumfonnded at the 
announcement that ex-Uovemor John 
Young Brown will accept the nomination 
tir Governor on a bolting ticket and can 
scarcely believe it. I have aiwa^ been 
his friend and admirer, but if ho does 
run on a rump ticket it is sheer aoidde 
for him and ends his political career for- 
ever. For a man who has been honored 
by the Democracy of bis State to act in 
this manner and without cause is ingrat- 
itude of the deepest dye and madness. 
He will not get one more vote in the 
the State than any other bolter would 
get and he cannot claim or expect to 
rally the sincere gold standard men to 
him, for he has always pUiiuHd himself 
on being an original 16 to 1 free silver 
man. His kinsman. Colonel Milt Young, 
of our county, popular and influential

"Look how they robbed us Goebel men 
in Lexington of our rights. A majority 
of the Democrats in the city and county 
were for Goebel and we could undoubt- 
edly have instructed the delegations to 
a man for him, but on account of having 
a local candidate for Superintendent of 
Public Instruction were disposed to be 
conciliatory and give the minority a rep- 
resentation.

ington Thursday. Why Colonel Chinn 
came no one knew, but before he was 
here a half hour he waa surrounded by 
Goebel Democrats, who marveled at the 
man who had succeeded in making the 
Kenton statesman.

A TioLBNT electrical atorm, accompa- 
nied by heavy rain and some hail, etnu k 
Mayaville shortly after 6 o'clock last 
ereninfr. The hail lasted only a minute 
or eo, but it filled the air with leaves, 
and some EuKliah sparrows were killed 
or crippled. In the extreme east and 
west end of ihe city there was no hail. 
The rainfall in ten minutes amounted to 
■Ixty-flve bandradtba of an inch. 



Ix>ui8viLL«, Kv.— There is every indica- 
tion that the tobacco crop of Kentucky 
Ihisyearwill be almost a romplete fail- 
ure. It baa been many years since the 
OQtlook'waa ao Mtd and tbero is tare to 
to be a bif; advance in prices within tho 
next few days. From every county In 
tho tobacco district discouraging reports 
are oomlnff. At first the only danger 
sef med to bo from the grasahoppers, and 
they came in great swarms. The raisers 
fought tbo graatboppers day and night, 
and whon tbia plagno leemod to halo 
been exterminated another made its ap- 
pearance. This was in the form of a 
new enemy of the weed. It la a aoiall 
insect that arrived a few weeks ago, and 
is literally cutting the plant to pieces. 
No one remembora to have mob it before, 
and thus far none of the raisers have 
been able to find a name for it. 

Thia bag la about one-third the size of 
the common June bug, and it flies about 
tbo flelda eating the tops of the plants. 
When the young plants have been eaten 
doi^lo tbo root the bag borrowb into 
tho groand and bofdna tbo deatmetiob of 
the roots. Thus far it has done thousands 
of doUan worth of damage. It baa been 
especially deatmetiTO to the dark to- 
bacco, and will be the means of putting 
up the pricea of the grades. Spain, 
France and Italy bay nearly all the dark 
tobacco that is raised in Kentucky, and 
already the price has begun to rise. 
Common dark laga are now selling here 
at twice as mnch as they brought three 
weeks ago. This is due to the nnfavora- 
ble reports that have reached the market 
concerning the coming crop. Tbo regie 
buyers have forwarded this information 
to their governments, and have rt ccived 
instrnctiona to aecure as much of the 
crop of laat year as posdhlo. Tbia they 
are preparing to do.
